Lruffels, 
Dec. 26. N. §. They write from Madrid, that the 
Miguelets very much incommode the Neighbourhood 
of Levida, by their Excurfions; infémuch that no Con- 
voys can go in or out of that Place, without {trong 
Guards. Part of the Town Wall, about 100 Yardsin 
Length, had falien down in the Night-time, which rhe 
Governour immediately caus'd to be repair'd with a good 
Mud-Wal! and double Palifades, till fuch time as he 
cai get Materials to rebuild it, They add, that the Al- 
lies had not only feiz’d the Quarters which the French 
Troops abandon’d, but alfo thofe County of Ribagore 
ca, whence the Spaniards had retird, tor fear of being 
{urprizd during the Winter. \
